There are no 
business men except, perhaps, a few itn Port- 
land, and an occasional lobster broker along the 
voast, seeking revenge for the Adamson act. 
If there ig a German in Maine who is mad be- 
cause we did Germany out of the victory, I 
never heard of him; or if there fs an Irishman 
elong that shore north of Boston who regards 
the League of Nations as a trap for Ireland, it 
is a aurprise to me. Maine is for the most part 
peopled by lumbermen, who were enriched by 
the war; by fishermen, all of whom have made 
fortuneg in the last five years; and by miliion- 
eires who have their summer homes there, but 
vote in New York. Yet the Democrats of 
Maine got the worst beating they ever got in 
their lives. 

Thrasymachus: I don't euppose the Repubhil- 
cans of Maine even had very much of the $39,- 
000,000 corruption fund with which Gov, Cox 
says the opposition ig buying the presidency. 

Socrates: Probably not. However, 1 would 
not want you young men to come and find me 
without some well-thought-out explanation.

Barton was 
re-elected to the senate in 1824 but 
was defeated in 1830. Benton was 
re-elected to the Senate four con- 
secutive times, serving there in all 
thirty years. Only one other Sena- 
tor from Missouri ever served as 
long a time in the United States Sen- 
ate and that was Francis M. Cock- 
rell, from 1874 to 1904. 
Support of Adams Defeated Barton. 
The defeat of Barton was largely 
due to the fact that he had dared to 
support John Quincy Adams for 
President when the election was 
thrown into the House of Rep- 
resentatives early in 1825  be- 
cause of the failure of any 
one of the four candidates to 
receive a majority of the votes in 
the electoral ‘college. Missouri had 
been carried by Clay in the popu- 
lar election, but as he had received 
fewer votes in the electoral college 
than any of the three other candl- 
dates, he was by constitutional pro- 
vision dropped from the list when 
the election was carried into the 
House. The contest there narrowed 
down to John Quincy Adams and 
Andrew Jackson. Jackson claimed 
that inasmuch as he had received 
the larg2st number of popular votes 
in the election, the House should 
elect him. In Missouri Jackson had 
run far ahead of Adams, and he and 
his friends therefore demanded that 
John Scott, the Representative from 
Missouri, should vote for Jackson. 
Barton, however, opposed Jackson 
and supported Adams, and no doubt 
he exercised considerable influence 
in inducing Scott to vote for Adama 
This situation made Benton furi- 
ous. Shortly after he had first gone 
to the Senate he and Jackson had 
become warm friends again, and 
Benton left nothing undone to bring 
Scott around to the point of support-

Exten- 
sion courses, which are special 
Classes for persons of any age and 
no prescribed qualification other 
than ability to successfully under- 
take the studies chosen, wil begin, 
in the Saturday section. Oct. 2, and 


evening on Oct. 4. Registration for 
the Saturday courses is Sept. 25, i) 
a. m. to 1 p. m., and for the evening, 
Oct. 1, 7:15 to 9:30 p. m., and Oct. 
2, 2 to 6 p. m. 

Indications are for a new high 
mark in attendance. Capacity of 
the dormitories for young men and 
of McMillan Hall, the dormitory fof 
young women, has been exhausted 
or several weeks. Enrollment for: 
the last school year was 3183, not in- 
cluding Mary Institute and the 
Training: School for Nurses, which 
are conducted under auspices of the 
University, but with distinct staff or- 
ganizations. 

To meet a positive requirement 
for additional class rooms in ad- 
vance of permanent buildings, two 
temporary structures have been 
erected on the north side of the 
campus, one of them the past sum- 
mer. The latter, which cost in ex- 
cess of $30,000, will accommodate 
students numbering about 300. It 
is expected that one permanent 
structure will be added to the main 
quadrangle in time for the 1921-22

President Says He Feels Honor 
of Nation Is at Stake, in Letter 
With Campaign Gift.

NEW YORK, Sept. 18.—A cam-

The text of the President’s note, 
as given out by W. W. Marsh, Dem- 
ocratic National Treasurer, was as 
follows: 

“May I not, as private in the 
ranks, give myself the pleasure of 
contributing the inclosed, to the 
expc.1ses of the Democratic cam- 
paign? I feel very deeply that

It was wrong 
to give to foreign peoples the im- 
pression of an authority which did 
not exist. It was a highly dangerous 
role for an American President vir- 
tually to appeal to foreign peoples 
against their Governments. It was 
still more dangerous to excite hopes 
which could not be satisfied, and to 
give rise to a general sentiment in 
Europe that, by reason of expecta- 
tions created by our representatives 
and unfulfiilled, we had been guilty 
of a breach of faith.” 

On Article Ten. 
Hughes said there was no serious 
controversy about the desirability 
of an association or league of free 
nations to aid in promoting the peace 
of the world, but the question is one 
of method, of particular plan and its 
essential import. 
Of article 10 he said: “This ar- 
ticle has been described as ‘the heart 
of the covenant.’ If it is, the cov- 
enant has a bad heart. Article 10 
is really the vice of the covenant. 
Why there should have been such 
tenacious insistence upon it must 
remain a mystery, unless it can be 
said to be due to pride in author- 
ship.”

success. The power to impart underspin might be regarded as the secret 
of why J. H. Taylor is so great in golf. If you had ever seen him playing 
|@ 30-yards’ shot to the hole, you would have noticed the “biff’ that he 
| puts into the stroke. The club goes firmly and well to the ball; and if 
|that strength and firmness were misapplied, he would be far too strong, 
or wrong, with his shot somehow. In that kind of shot Taylor puts on 
/ more underspin than any other player, and he gives to the ball such 
character with that underspin that it is just forced to go in the direction 
that it should take.

These temperamental and physical 
virtues must have been responsible 
fot Kirkaldy refering to Vardon as 
the “greyhound of golf.” 


Where Nature Was Unkind., 
Only in one respect has nature 
been unkind to Vardon: he has not 


got that delicacy of touch which jis so 
essential when short putts have to 
be made. Any close observer will 
notice this as soon as he takes hold 
of his putter.

Necessary Strength, Col. 
Rumsey Says. 


Failure of a recruiting campaign 

of several months to enlist more 
than one battalion of four come- 
panies in the First Regiment, Mis- 
souri National Guard, or only one- 
third of the strength necessary for 
Federal aid, has brought about a 
proposal for a union of the regi- 
ment with Battery A, into an artil- 
lery unit under the name of the lat- 
er organization. 
: Tf nce action is taken, the his- 
tory of the First Regiment, unin- 
terrupted since its formation for the 
Civil War, will cease, at least until 
the youth of the city-appear ready 
to volunteer for National Guard 
duty. 

Col. Horace 8S. Rumsey, com- 
mander of the regiment, said yes- 
terday that he ~ understood the 
Bureau of Militia Affairs in Wash- 
ington had authorized such a union. 
Gen. Jesse McI Carter, chief of the 
militia bureau, said to a Post-Dis- 
patch correspondent in Washington 
yesterday that a committee of the 
general staff now was considering 
such a proposal which came from 
the office of the Adjutant-General of 
Missouri. 


Decision Up to Missourt. 


He added, however, that final de- 
cision lay with the State organization 
and that it was not the disposition 
of the militia bureau to dictate what 
sort of unit St. Louis shall. have. 
Adjutant-General Clark said to the 
Post-Dispatch yesterday that his of- 
fice was not concerned in the pro- 
posal other than so far as it affected 
the general welfare of the National 
Guard and that the decision to 
merge with Battery A lay with the 
officers and men of the First Regi- 
ment. 

Several of the former officers of 
the First Regiment, including E. J. 
Spencer, for many years its Colonel, 
have expressed disapproval of the 
union. 
tory of the regiment thus will be 
interrupted for the first time since 
its organization and express doubt 
that an @rtillery unit could give sat- 
isfactory riot service. 

Col. Rumsey said on this latter 
point that the artillery unit would 
be equipped with rifles-«as well as 
field guns, and that, for this reas- 
son, if the union was made both the 
First Regiment Armory at Grand 
avenue and Market street and the 
Battery A Armory at Grand avenue 
and Hickory street would be re- 
tained for drill. Gen. Carter also 
stated that the artillery unit would 
be equipped with rifles.

In about six months they had designed several 
different types and had actually constructed two 
different types. They were both truly wonderful 
cars, but we adopted the better of thetwo. Four 
engines were built; three of them were installed 
in chasses and the fourth was assigned for testing 
on thedynamometer. That was about a year ago. 


Then followed the refining process and ferret- 
ing out deficiencies. The cars have been sub- 
jected to the most severe and the most practical 

unishment we could prescribe and have success- 
y withstood endurance tests equal to about 
five year’s service in the hands of the average user. 


I believe motorists will agree that the ideal car 
should possess primarily, six important virtues— 
good appearance, trustworthiness, long-life, pow- 
er, economy-and comfort. The order of their im- 
portance is largely a matter of individual opinion.

A little further on the trip, we came to another 
stretch; it was pretty rough; several miles of 
what you might call de-macadamized road.

The sen- 
sation was more like sailing in a yacht as com- 
pared to a canoe on a choppy surface.

From a standstill, the car seemed to get away 
with the grace and ease, but with the swiftness of a 
thrush, rather than with the flutter of a partridge. 


I believe I have ridden in or on almost every 
kind of conveyance, from the ox-cart to the air- 
plane, but even with all my fond hopes and an- 
ticipations, never did I expect to ride in anything 
which comes so near to what I imagine would be 
the sensation of flying through space without 
mechanical means.

The Engine 


Our new engine, which embodies a number of 
unique and distinctive features, but which can- 
not well be treated in detail here, I regard as the 
most efficient piece of motor car mechanism | 
have ever seen.

I can hardly conceive of any call to which this 
engine will not respond. ;

Comfort and Performance 


In this day of fine cars, it is not easy to imagine 
a more enchanting way of abridging distance, but 
let me cite.my own experience:— 

Our engineets and experimental drivers had 
been telling us what an unusual car they had; 
but frankly, I was a little inclined to discount 
their enthusiasm. 

However, I had occasion to go to Defiance, 
Ohio, some 125 miles from Detroit—according to 
the Blue Book. I thought here would be a good 
opportunity to see for myself just what the car 
was. There were five of us. The top was up. 

We were on a fine stretch with no other ve- 
hicles or cross-roads in sight, bowling along se- 
renely at about 40 miles per hour—so I judged.

re HE person with heart 
trouble usually has the 
experience of attending 
the funerals of many of 
the people whom he 
knew when they were 
perfectly well.” 

This cheerful, even humorous, sen- 
tence is taken from a new book upon 
heart disease. A subject once terrifying 
and shunned, particularly by those af- 
flicted with it or suspecting its presence, 
it now serves as the thume of a scientific 


But the action of the ventricles (cham- 
bers which pumps the blood through the 
body) is divided into two phases. The 
first phase is a sharp contraction upon 
the contained fluid, somewhat as the 
hand “grips” a baseball before throwing 
it, and the second phase is a firm, slow 
continuation of the preceding one, and it 
pushes the blood out of the heart. 


Thus, each beat of the heart has three 
distinct phases, each generating an elec- 
trie current. The first current, known as 
the P current, produces the wave in the 
record representing the contraction of 
the auricles. The second, or R current, 
produces the wave representing the con- 
traction of the ventricles. 
T current, produces the wave represent- 
ing the work (pumping) of the ventricles. 
In every electrical picture of the heart 
beat these waves of electricity are to be 
identified, 

“The  electrocardiograph,” says the 
author, “is able to show .which part of 
the heart acts first and which part acts 
later, during all the combinations that 
arise as impulses are generated in one 
part of the heart or another. Thus, if 
the ventricle acts before the auricle, we 
have the high, sharp current in the shape

book which is as interesting as a novel. 

The tremendous increase which the last 
10 years have brought in owe knowledge of the heart, 
and the marvelous “reconstruttion” work now possible 
with that organ, are removing a lot of the worry and 
terror from such patients. 

The day is past when any irregularity in the pulse 
of a child or a young person meant that he must be 
forbidden the amusements of those of his own age, nor 
are the middle-aged necessarily sentenced to invalid- 
ism because they have developed some derangement of 
the heart. 

For instance, there was sinus arrhythmia, or a dif- 
ference in the length of the interval between heart 
beats, which is found in all young children and many 
older people of a nervous type and which is not of seri- 
ous import at all. Yet it has sometimes been diag- 
nosed as inflammation of the heart muscle, and chil- 
dren have been treated as invalids when they should 
have been playing out of doors. Such a thing cannot 
happen now, under the advice of those who know the 
pew heart science. 

‘Perhaps the pleasantest work that comes as the 
result of the study of the beart,” declares Dr. Louis 
Faugeres Bishop, “is the possibility of restoring to 
society young people who have been unnecessarily de- 
prived of all kinds of liberty, and of removing in 
older people the fear that they have carried with them 
day and night on account of supposed serious heart 
condition, which, on examination, proved to be in- 
nocent.” 

Dr. Bishop is professor of diseases of the heart and 
circulation at Fordham University, president of the 
Good Samaritan Dispensary and physician to Lincoln 


Hospital, New York City. The title of his book is 
‘‘Heart Troubles, Their Prevention and Relief.” (Funk 
& Waegnalls.) 

What Dr. Bishop terms ‘a renaissance” in the ad- 


vancement of the Knowledge of heart disease began 
about 10 years ago, and he says progress in a decade 
along that line has far surpassed the progress in any 
other department of medicine. 

“The organic heart disease was supposed to be seri- 
ous, and the functional disease was regarded lightly,” 
he declares, in contrasting the other times with the 
brighter day which has dawned for heart sufferers. 

“In the last 10 years we have learned the great rela- 
tive importance of the functional disorders. When 
functional disorders are overcome and the action of 
the heart is like that of the average healthy person, a 
patient may live comfortably in spite of organic trouble 
that formerly caused much worry.” 

Exercise, careful diet, castor oil and a stiff pper 
lip—these are the means by which thousands of people 
with disturbed condition of the heart are being brought 
back to health, comfort and usefulness. Certain reme- 
dial agents, like digitalis or nitroglycerin, usually are 
necessary at first, and supervision by a competent 
physician is essential at all stages of the case. In- 
telligence and cheerfulness on the part of the patient 
are powerful factors, according to the book, which 
itself will help spread both among afflicted readers. 

Electrocardiography is the name of the process 
which is the foundation of the modern treatment of 
heart disease, by letting the heart write its own auto- 
graph with pen and ink, and thus furnishing the means

of diagnosis. The heart sufferer is peculiarly depend- 
ent on diagnosis, and thanks to several appliances 
of recent years and to patient investigators who have 
studied and grouped these irregularities, he can get 
a diagnosis of scientific accuracy. 

“It is a pity,’ declares Dr. Bishop, “that so simple a 
study as electrocardiography should have such a long 
and complicated name, and that the study itself should 
have been obscured at times through the technical dis- 
cussion of unimportant points.” 

This device simply records the intrinsic electricity 
which is generated by the movement of the various 
parts of the heart. These little currents are easily 
collected by wires attached to the hands and feet of the 
person being examined. 

One of the great difficulties which specialists have 
encountered in trying to teach the application of the 
electrocardiograph to heart examination is the fact that 
most people have an entirely wrong conception of 
the nature of the heart beat. The heart beat really 
comprises a three-fold operation, not a two-fold one, 
as we always have been led to believe. The auricles 
(chambers where the blood enters the heart) have but 
one phase—a slow contraction pushing the blood into 
the ventricles. 


ricle. 


“If the impulse starts at the top of the ventricle 
and moves to the apex of the heart, we have the cur 
rent moving in one direction and the church steeple 
pointing upward. If, on the other hand, the impulse 
starts at the apex of the ventricle and journeys to- 
wards its base, we have the current traveling in tha 
opposite direction and the church steeple pointing 
downward. 

“These constitute a common disorder of the heart 
and one that is met with in many people who are 
otherwise healthy. Any form of tracing taken from 
the heart will reveal the order in which the heart 
beats are occurring, but it is only the electocardio- 
graph that will show the true nature of each indi- 
vidual beat of the heart and thus reveal all its more 
obscure vices. 

“One of the most important things which we have 
to do is to convince the public, both in the medical 
profession and without, that these observations by 
the cardiograph are as definite as are the observa- 
tions of a surveyor or an astronomer; and that, there- 
fore, the sfudy of the disorders of the heart is no 
longer a matter of guesswork but a definite determi- 
nation.” 

Modern examination of the heart also includes the 
use of the fluoroscope and X-ray photograph to vis- 
ualize the heart, for its general shape and the relative 
size and activity of the chambers are full of meaning to 
a heart specialist. Study of the blood pressure as ob- 
served in the arm by the auscultatory method yields 
a vast amount of information as to the patient's gen- 
eral circulation. A stethoscope is used to listen to the 
sounds in the artery, while pressure is made by the 
air-bag of the machine for measuring the b‘ood pres- 
sure. 

In treating heart troubles, digitalis is the specific 
remedy. Familiar in English flower gardens for cen- 
turies under the name of foxglove, as long ago as 1785 
it had a reputation in the English rural districts of 
relieving dropsy in people who had rapid and irregular 
hearts. Of course, its real action was in relieving the 
heart trouble, which was responsible for the poor blood 
circulation that had brought on the dropsy. 

In the “reconstruction” of many human hearts an 
important part is played by digitalis. Not an emer- 
gency remedy, because it acts so slowly, this wonder- 
ful herb is used ins: #1 to “saturate” the laboring 
heart, and it acts in a chemical way upon the very 
tissues of the heart itself, say the specialists The 
drug is administered steadily and in fairly large doses 
“until the effect has been reached,”’ which usually is 
denoted by an attack of nausea closely resembling sea 
sickness. Afterwards, the benefit can be maintained 
over long periods by administering it in small quan- 
tities. One characteristic of digitalis is that in most 
people its use can be continued over periods of months 
and years without losing its effect. 

The emergency remedy recommended by the author 
is nitroglycerin, which, he declares, “is the best rcm- 
edy in many situations and, when properly used, prac- 
tically the safest remedy there is.” It has the won- 
derful property of relieving the heart from part of 
ite work and doing this almost instantly.

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own designs, or “drafts,” as well as those 
Aunt Polly used. In one settlement a 
woman is the proud owner of a “tufted” 
spread that was made by her family more 
than 25 years ago. 

Colors for rugs are carefully chosen, 
and when made to order are designed to 
suit the customer. For a soft, warm dress 
for mountain wear, black sheep's wool is 
a favorite, with a touch of white and 
woven “in the 600, either full-styled or 
thirded;” while a popular fabric is a 
light iron-gray, the warp white and the 
filling of white wool, with a dash of black 
“broke in.” The black is not that of the 
black sheep, which turns a dull brown. 
The wool is dyed with walnut roots, which 
give the desired black. I saw a girl weav- 
ing cloth for a “sport suit” that was dyed 
green and had the appearance of heavy, 
rough crash. But the dress for the av- 
erage mountain girl and woman is the 
old-fashioned linsey, which has been a 
favorite in the mountains for generations. 
It is of cotton warp and wool filling. 
Linaey is also used for tailor-made gowns, 
and the weavers are kept busy filling or- 
ders. In the mountain schools the girls 
weave and make their graduating gowns, 
and many of them are beautiful. They 
are as proud of them as a city girl of her 
imported gowns “from Paris.” 

Raising flax is not an easy job, as it 
requires great care in watering, breaking, 
scotching, hacking* and spinning, and 
when done by hand it is both tedious and 
expensive. Braiding floor rugs and 
“quiltin’ bees” are the work of mountain 
women, along with the old craft of cover- 
let weaving. Stil! another odd occupation 
is the making of shuck hats from the inner 
husk of corn. They are light in weight 
and durable, as well as dainty. It is work 
that is taken up at ‘‘dodge times,” 
a woman sits by the cradle and rocks her 
“young un” to sleep, crooning a “ballet”’ 
as her foot pats the rocker. 

The shucks of red corn are tinged with | 
red-brown and this, added to a white hat, | 
gives it a “‘splotch of color.”” The shucks | 
are also dyed in shades of brown and a 
purplish gray with bark dyes. 
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And in the Blue Ridge, as well as the 
Highland Rim of Middle Tennessee, live 
the “sticks,” where the basket makers 
weave willow baskets, as well as those 
of white-oak splits.” A “stick” knows in- 
stantly if a white oak will give desired 
splits or not, which are cut in strips by a 
sharp knife, which is sometimes run by 
horsepower or a horse-and-a-half gasoline 
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engine. They make what is called the 
melon or shoulder basket, which is the 
favorite. One man in the Blue Ridge, 
crippled “with rheumaticks” so that he 
was unable to raise a “crap,” supported 
his family for 10 years prior to his death 
by making baskets of staimed splits, which 
brought befter prices than the plain white 
baskets.

Germans are fond of using 
this word, which is accented on the last 
syllable. But since the late war they have 
had few opportunities to employ it in 
connection with anything within their own 
borders except their debt. 
steamer Vaterland was ‘kolassal;"’ the 
great wooden Hindenburg statue in the Berlin Tier- 
varten was ‘“‘kolossal;"’ but since the armistice there 
has been nothing kolossa!] built in Germany except Das 
(jrosse Schauspielhaus. 

It is a surprising fact that the only new structure 
of any magnitude in Germany today is a new theater. 
But it is not surprising that Germans, especially Ber- 
liners, are proud of it. 

Das Grosse Schauspielhaus (or, to give its literal 
translation, The Great Playhouse) is the largest the- 
ater in the world. 

I might be accused of exaggeration if I said this 
new theater makes the Hippodrome in New York look 
like a toy playhouse. But it is a fact that Das Grosse 
Schauspielhaus is much larger than the Hippodrome 
or even the great Capitol Theater, which recently has 
been called the largest theater in America. 

In- the first place, it has more than 5500 seats, but 
that merely gives an idea of its box office capacity. 
Its stages (for it has three), its foyers, restaurants, 
dressing rooms and other adjuncts are so much larger 
than anything we have in America outside of the 
Mammoth Cave that I am forced to admit “kolossal’”’ 
is the only word that adequately describes it. 

Except at the playhouses where the more serious 
dramas are on view, the attendance at the Berlin the- 
aters is rather light. Since the Berliners are unable 
to take more than two warm baths a month (owing to 
the coal shortage), and since “joy riding’ is impossible 
because no private automobiles are permitted, it is 
not surprising that ‘‘girl-and-music’’ shows have lost 
their popularity. When Berliners go to the theater 
they want something worth while. 

Seriously, Berlin is “out of.luck.” Conditions are 
much worse than they were any time during the war. 
Prices of foodstuffs have increased tenfold, and while 
wages have been trebled and even quadrupled, only 
the “schiebers,” as profiteers are called, are able to 
enjoy life. 

Anyone who imagines that the capital of Germany 
is a delightful spot in the fall of 1920 should be forced 
to drink a glass of its domestic beer and pull away at 
one of its Hamburg “El Ropes.” The beer in Berlin 
is worse than the half-of-l-per-cent stuff that is 
pushed over the counter in America; while the cab- 
bages that masquerade as cigars would choke a stoker. 

Berlin has always gone to the theater on an empty 
stomach, so to speak. For it is the custom to have 
supper after the play—dinner being a midday func: 
tion. But today “supper” after the play is' a very 
light meal for the majority of Berliners. The “schieb- 
ers’’ who patronize Peltzer’s, Borchardt’s or the din- 
ing rooms of the Hotel Adlon or Esplanade, are able 
to do fairly well for 200 marks (about $50 at the 
normal rate of exchange), but for the great middle class 
night life means plain living and high thinking. 

These changed conditions in Berlif have not af- 
fected the Grosse Schauspielhaus—as yet. It is flour- 
ishing as nothing else in Germany. And it is not only 
remarkable for its size. It represents the newest ideas 
in theater construction and stage equipment; and 
while it is not at all likely to revolutionize theater 
construction throughout the world, as some of Prof, 
Reinhardt’s admirers have predicted, it is the most 
interesting theatrical experiment that has been made 
in any country since the beginning of the war. 

The Grosse Schauspielhaus was designed by Prof. 
Max Reinhardt to bring the drama to the masses. In 
order to give the public cheap seats ‘it was necessary 
to build a theater with several thousand seats. So he 
had architects prepare plans for a mammoth playhouse 
on the site of the old Circus Busch, in the Karlstrasse. 
On a huge plot of ground, covering an entire city 
block, there has been erected the most amazing the- 
ater in the world. From the outside it is not at all 
impressive. It resembles a huge warehouse more than 
a temple of dramatic art. But its interior presents a 
series of revelations. 

As I stated before, this great playhouse has three 
stages, instead of the usual single stage, within its pro- 
scenium. The second of these stages is a platform, the 
third an apron, around which are built the loges and 
tiers of seats, after the fashion of the ancient Greek

theaters. 


In fact, the Grosse Schauspielhaus is pat- 
terned after the famous theater of Dionysius at Athens, 
with certain modifications—and, in the opinion of Prof. 


Reinhardt—improvements. The spectators are grouped 
in tiers in a huge semi-circle, thus providing everyone 
with an excellent view of the stages, all three of which 


_are utilized by Prof. Reinhardt in the presentation of 


his plays. The main stage is more or less similar to 
the stages of the average theater. The second stage is 
a platform slightly below it, and the third is an apron 
a few feet below that. When in use they form a tier 
of three stages, or one huge slanting stage and, unlike 
ours, the orchestra is beneath them and invisible. 

Naturally, this* huge playhouse is utilized only for 
plays which can be presented as great spectacles, with 
several hundred actors. The evening I visited it 
“Julius Caesar’’ was the bill and I witnessed the un- 
usual sight of a Sha'tspearean tragedy enacted by no 
less than 400 performers be‘ore an audience of more 
than 5000 persons. 

As in all theaters in Berlin at the present time, the 
performance of “Julius Caesar” begins at 7 p. m. 
But, differing from most of the other theaters, every 
seat in the Grosse Schauspielhaus was filled when 
the curtain rose. One of Prof. Reinhardt’s ideas in 
building this playhouse was to have a theater where he 
could make productions which would be patronized ir- 
respective of the opinions of dramatic critics. Prac- 
tically every seat is sold by subscription for a cycle of 
six or eight productions, and so he is sure of full 
houses, no matter what the newspapers say of his 
offerings. 

So great is his reputation with the general théater- 
going public in Berlin that practically every seat was 
ought up for the entire season before the great play- 
house was even completed. Prof. Reinhardt is re- 
garded as the greatest theatrical producer in Germany 
and in the opinion of the writer his productions—in 
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scenic beauty and attention to details as well as acting 
—are unequaled anywhere in the world. And, un- 
like many of our American producers, #rof. Reinhardt 
devotes his talent to giving the public the best there 
is in the drama. For years he has been presenting 
cycles of Shakspearean plays, and presenting them 
more effectively than any Englishman or American. 
His production of “A Midsummer Night’s Dream” has 
been given more than 1000 times. In New York only 
a musical comedy could attain such vogue, 

But to return to the Grosse Schauspielhaus and 
“Julius Caesar.”’ 

The entire play was presented, with but one inter: 
mission, the revolving platform on the upper stage en- 
abling the scenery to be changed without the annoying 
waits which spoil the enjoyment of the average Shaks- 
pearean production in America. The usual cuts of 
the English stage version were omitted, the perform- 
ance lasting nearly four hours. However, it moved at 
such speed that its unusual length was not noticeable, 
Not only did everyone in the great playhouse remain 
until the end, but a very large number followed the 
action of the tragedy with the text. A feature of this 
new Reinhardt playhouse is the bookshop, where the 
texts of all plays presented are sold,and that Berliners 
take their Shakspeare seriously is evident from the 
fact that the shop does a thriving business. 

The first scenes of the tragedy were played on the 
upper stage, with the entire auditorium in darkness. 
The scenery, street scenes in Rome and the interiors of 
Roman homes, was not only realistic and effective, but 
of undoubted historical accuracy. For the triumphal 
entrance of Caesar and the subsequent funeral oration 
of Mark Antony all three stages were used, the mob 
scenes employing fully 400 people, all carefully trained 
in their roles. 

Naturally, these scenes were most spectacular, and 
were presented on a bigger scale than ever attempted 
by American managers. The triumphal entrance of 
Caesar up the Roman street, which was lined with 
spectators, was a gorgeous pageant, and while the 
murder seene was brilliantly staged and acted, it was 
the scene of the funeral oration of Mark Antony that 
revealed the true genius of Reinhardt. The manner 
in which the Roman mob was swayed by the oratory 
of Mark Antony, superbly played by Alexander Moissi, 
was one of the finest pieces of stage-built craft the 
writer has ever witnessed. And, needless to say, it 
was received with tumultuous applause by the 5000 
spectators. 

Of course, there were some drawbacks to the per- 
formance. It was a trifle noisy for those who, like 
myself, sat in the loges on the edge of the apron, on 
which the bulk of the mob shouted itself hoarse for 
Caesar and later was swayed by Antony’s oratory. 
But the final mob scenes, which I witnessed from an 
upper tier, convinced me that the spectator who is some 
distance from the stage is not annoyed by the tumult. 

The German officer who accompanied me found fault 
with Moissi, the Mark Antony, because of his affilia- 
tion with the Communist party. But I enjoyed the 
performance more than any Shakspearean production 
I had ever witnessed, and considered as a spectacle 
I would rank it above anything ever presented in an 
American playhouse. 

It must- be admitted that Shakspeare presented in

HOSE of us who were fortunate enough 
to see in New York the recent exhibition 
of the Retail Millinery Association—an 
association which is really doing an 
extraordinary educational work in show- 
ing the process of metamorphosis which 
changes ugly ducklings into beautiful 
swans—realize what clothes of the right kind can do in 
disguising a woman's bad points and enhancing her 
good features. The thin woman was shown dressed 
either to accentuate her thinness or to disguise, and 

both roads were also pointed out fo the fat woman. 


Women must learn to dress according to their type, 
according to the advice of Milton Wolf, one of the 
directors of the Retail Millinery Association, its most 
indefatigable worker. 

There are not many types of women, and each of us, 
according to Mr. Wolf, must wear what is most becom- 
ing to our type, regardless of style. Imagine an in- 
genue in long, slinky clothes and earrings, or a vamp 
dressed in schoolgirl organdies! 


The extremely tall, thin woman can overwhelm her- 
self with ruffles, flounces, capes and the like. She is 
the type who can wear the kimono sleeve, large figures 
and big plaids. Big plaids are never in style for the 
woman weighing over 200! And stripes should be 
avoided equally by her lanky sister. The tall, thin 
woman can wear horizontal tucks in her skirts. Those 
fascinating three-tier skirts were designed especially 
for her. : 

The neck line of her blouse should be square or 
round, while the blouse itself should be draped over 
a wide girdle. These things tend to shorten her waist. 
Yokes and short strings of beads will also add to this 
effect. Long-waisted gowns, when loose, are becom- 
ing as they divide the figure into two equal parts, 
which tends to broaden it. 

Dividing the figure horizontally should be her chief 
care. 


~ up a steep stairway with heavy bundles would be re- 
lieved if someone took some of the bundles from him. 

“It causes the passage through which the blood 
must be pumped by the heart to be instantly enlarged, 
so that the blood passes easily and freely, where be- 
fore it was obstructed.” 

Nitroglycerin comes to Ahe rescue of the heart in- 
stantly and without danger, but if taken in large quan- 
tities over too long a period of time, it will irritate 
the heart and debilitate the heart muscle. 

A good many pages of this book on “reconstruction” 
are devoted to cultivating a sensible attitude toward 
real, impending or wholly imaginary heart disease. 

“Pain is an extremely depressing symptom in con- 
nection with all kinds of disease of the heart,’ he 
declares. “Ordinarily, however, people are so much 
afraid of heart trouble that they make excuses alleging 
pains other than the real one. They call it rheuma- 
tism, neuralgia, stomach trouble, etc. 

“But any pain that is felt in the region of the 
heart that radiates upward to the shoulder and down 
the left arm is quite certainly from the heart. 

“If people realized that pain in the heart occurs 
from slight causes as well as from dangerous ones, 
they would not be so\NJoath to acknowJedge that they 
had pains having their origin in the heart. The 
trouble is that the only pain in the heart that has 
been recognized as such has been the pain caused by 
severe types of angina pectoris.” ; 

For the relief of people who are only too ready to 
believe they have derangements of the heart, Dr. Bishop 
gives the following simple test for serious heart dis- 
ease: 

“If a person has-no shortness of breath, no swelling 
of the feet and there is no tenderness when you press 
over the liver, that person is not suffering from the 
results of any heart condition that has interfered with 
the power of the heart to do its work. ; 

“Of course, the heart may have other things the 
matter with ft It may have a leaky valve, it may 
be the seat of severe pain, it may be irregular, or any 
one of 50 other troubles; but unless there is shortness 
of breath, swelling of the feet or tenderness over the 
region of the liver, whatever may be wrong with the 
heart has not interfered with its particular task of cir- 
culating the blood.” 

High blood pressure, for years the terror of middle 
age, does not unduly alarm the author, who says of it 
that “there is only one rational method to approach the 
question of high blood pressure, and that is to try 
so to improve the general condition of alb the organs 
that there is no need for this pressure. 

“When this happens, nature will reduce it promptly 
without further help. If this cannot be done, it is 
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a short woman look dumpy. Fancy hose, with clocks 
or inserts of lace, adorn her slender ankles, but let the 
thick-ankled woman eschew them. 

The thin woman should choose long-haired furs, 
which tend to add to her bulk. Broad stoles, large 
muffs, voluminous capes—al! are great aids to her sar- 
torial enhancement. 

Many designers believe that the stout woman should 
have unbroken lines from neck to hem; but if she is 
of the large-busted, small-hipped type, this is a mis- 
take, for her apparent circumference is measured by 
the largest part of her. Mr. Wolf believes she should 
wear a narrow belt at her natural waist line. She 
should never wear a short string of bea‘is. Her neck- 
laces should be long. A V-shaped neck line is esa 
the best for her; and regardless of the fact thatia 
pretty ankle may be her sole remaining point pf 
beauty, she should wear her skirt long—never more 
than four inches from the ground, even though her 
more fortunate sisters are wearing theirs to the knee. 

Who has not geen at some evening party a bare arm 
that reminded him of a ham? Fat women should al- 
ways wear—even for evening—long, loose _ sleeves 
reaching to the wrist. A scarf, weighted at the end, 
can be carried so as to give her length of line. 

Tailored suits look well on the stout woman if they 
are properly cut and snugly fitted. There is a certain 
type of cape also that can be utilized. 

Never, says Mr. Wolf, let a fat woman wear satin. 
Any shiny surface reflects the high ligh's and greatly 
increases her apparent bulk. Soft, clinging materials, 
like crepe de chine and chiffon, are her best choice. 
She should also avoid long-haired furs. Seal, mole and 
squirrel are short, smooth and most becoming. 

An overskirt with narrow foundation can be cleverly 
draped long in front and shorter in the back to give 
her a line that likens her to a sylph.

much Detter that the pressure should remain, be- 
cause if we reduce pressure without improving the 
condition of the organs that have made it necessary, 
inevitable harm is done, and we open the road to 
failure of the functions of the liver, kidneys and prob- 
ably other glandular organs, resulting in autointoxica- 
tion and perhaps dropsy. 

“The treatment of high’ blood pressure is not the 
correct term. We should say instead the management 
of persons who have high blood pressure. The ques- 
tion is often asked, what is good for high blood pres- 
sure? Nothing is good for high blood pressure, but 
there are three things which are good for nearly every- 
body who has high blood pressure, and these three 
things are castor oil, exercise and starvation.” 

Another thing strongly recommended in the “re- 
construction” of a heart is the carbonated brine bath, 
as found in nature at Bad-Nauheim, Germany, but the 
equivalent of which can be found at some American 
sanitariums or can be approximated at home. 

Throughout the book, the author insists upon the 
importance of exercise as a constructive influence 
in heart disease, from the “resistance, movements” in 
connection with baths to regular out-of-doors walking 
or riding. 

“In general, the question of exercise is one of the 
most difficult with which physicians have to deal,” 
says the writer. “One person will be so frightened 
that he will remain quiet to the degree that his health 
suffers; such a one must be urged to take exercise. 
Another will insist “upon taking part in violent con- 
tests, and it is necessary to be very stern in prevent- 
ing such recklessness.”

The author further declares that heart experts ap- 
preciate more and more the importance of exercise as a 
constructive influence. 

“One of the saddest things in the world,’ he de 
clares, “is to have a young person unnecessarily cut 
off from all the pleasures and attainments of a normal 
existence. This is bad enough when it is necessary; 
when it is done unnecessarily it is a crime.” 

Diet is another subject where thorough study, and 
experiment have caused it to rank among the im- 
portant factors in “reconstruction” of the heart. The 
start was made from the well-established theory that 
the nitrogenous foods have the function of supplying 
new parts or cells to the body, and keeping thé ma- 
chinery in repair, while the carbohydrates and the 
fats have the function of supplying energy to the body 
and keeping it running. 

“As a matter of fact,’ declares this exponent of re- 
construction, “the repair material that the heart can 
use is small, and a minute quantity of this repair 
material is contained in most things from the veg- 
etable kingdom. 

“Hence the nitrogenous féods are not necessary for 
the actual running of the average human heart, -epd 
experience shows that the hum heart does better 
the less it is tinkered with in The attempt to build and 
repair its structures with new structure material, and 
the more it is supplied with a proper amount of pure 
energy-producing diet.” , 

Hence meat, fish, poultry, stock soups and eggs are 
cut down in quantity or eliminated altogether in cases 
of hardening of the arteries and in cases of middle- 
aged persons who have certain types of heart dis- 
ease. Later the diet is modified and its scope broad- 
ened as the patient’s condition improves. Eggs partic- 
ularly are regarded as a source of much evil in serious 
derangements of the heart. 

The theory upon which the new treatment of heert 
disease is based has been stated as follows: 

“Reconstruction must be mental, moral and physical. 
The mental reconstruction consists in a thorough in- 
struction of the person as to the nature of his disease 
and the avenue through which improvement is to be 
sought. Moral reconstruction consists in the develop- 
‘ment of a sound philosophy that is ready at any mo- 
ment to accept the inevitable, even though it be sud- 
den death, and at the same time looks forward hope- 
fully to good things in the future. 

“Physical reconstruction consists in the develop- 
ment of compensation in thé heart muscles; in clearing 
up the chemistry of the body so that energy production 
may be carried on with the least possible fuel residy- 
ent, and that the anaphylactic tendencies of the person 
may be known in order, that inflammatory reaction 
may be avoided.”

Mountain folk of the Appa- 
lachians still possess an 
art that has been handed 
down through genera- 
tions and that is envied 
by outsiders — Weaving 
of homespun for cloth- 
tng and making bed cov- 
erlets in bygone style < 
among their accom- 
plishments t: *

HERE are women in.the 
hills—women who cannot 
read or write-—white-hiired 
grandmothers whose shoul- 
ders are bent with the bur- 
den of years, whose eyes 
have a faraway look one 
sees in the mountain folks—these old 
women of the Appalachian Mountains 
have an art that is the envy of a “fur- 
riner.”’ That is the art of weaving cov- 
erlets and bedspreads in designs that are 
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beautiful. 


If asked who taught them to make these ° 
wonderful spreads and coverlets the an- 
swer is always the  same—instruction 
handed down from mother to daughter for 
generations. Yet in some coves of the hills the art is 
lost, while in other places it is being revived, and 
through the interest of outsiders—“furriners’—in the 
hope that others will become interested in the work 
and keep it alive from generation to generation. The 
art of weaving coverlets was brought to the mountains 
by the pioneers of the Appalachian, who came to this 
cpuntry from the British Isles, where the women folk 
of Scotland and Ireland wove their own spreads, cov- 
erlets and tapestry. 

The spinning wheel is still found in the homes of 
the mountaineers, but in many coves the looms have 
been destroyed. Spreads woven by an old grandmother 
are often roughly handled. In one homey where I 
spent two nights, the woman of the house hung before 
the door of the room I occupied a light brown coverlet 
of rare beauty, that made me exclaim: 

“Please don’t do that! You will ruin that beautiful 
spread.”’ 

“La me!” laughed my hostess, “it has hung to this 
door many a time. It will give you more privacy. It 
was made by my grandmother.” 

My hostess was about 60 years of age. All this time 
it had been in use; yet it showed little signs of the 
rough hand of time. In the mountains of Georgia I 
saw mountain girls sitting before looms and weaving 
cloth they intended to make into dresses. Two of the 
girls put on dresses that had been worn by their grand- 
mothers, long, full skirts, basques, large aprons and 
poke bonnets. While one girl carded some flax, the 
other spun it at the spinning wheel. And while they 
worked they sang some old English and Scotch “bal- 
lets”’ for my entertainment. The ballads of the moun- 
tains are long, with a melancholy strain running 
through them from beginning to the end. The girls 
are taught to make anything, from a home- 
spun dress to beautiful scarfs, four-in-hand 
ties, rugs, spreads and coverlets. And the 
designs are as artistic as the article is beau- 
tiful. 

Some years ago, two or three young women 
went into the Blue Ridge Mountains in the 
hope of aiding the mountain women without 
giving offense. For the most shiftless, pov- 
erty-stricken mountaineer has pride. Under 
his tattered coat (1 have seen them with 
patches upon patches and in rags) is concealed 
a strange sort of pride that commands a feel- 
ing of respect, in spite of the disgust at down- 
right shiftlessness that is often revealed 
everywhere about a lone cabin home. The 
young women knew the mountain folks’ pride 
and wondered what they could do to make 
their colorless lives brighter. Then a woman 
in the cove presented them with a home- 
woven coverlet that was 40 years old, which 
was slightly faded, but gtill beautiful. Its 
golden-brown and cream-white tints would be 
a thing of beauty as long as a piece was left.

they went to work to carry it out. Few young women 
in the cove had learned to weave the coverlets their 
mothers and grandmothers had made. The “furriners” 
purchased wool from the farmers in the valley, which 
they gave to the women of the mountains to card and 
spin. But it required time to discover the secrets of an 
“ol’ granny,” the mixture she put in the ind go pot 
(a big black kettle that is used for many things, includ- 
ing boiling clothes and at “hog-killin’”’ time), and the 
coloring she made from the bark and: leaves of the 
trees, while for the linsey the “frrrin gals” used a dye 
they obtained from a drug'‘store. They discovered that 
for the best results of the indigo dye ean old dame 
would dye the wool béfore it was spun, from which 
came the expression “Dyed in the wool.’’. To. her blue 
pot, as the mountain woman calls the pot in which 
she mixes her dye, she added to the indigo dye, madder 
and bran, which she placed on the hearth beside the 
open fireplace, and patiently waited for results. When 
it reached the right temperature to “come,” she dipped 
the wool in the blue pot. For a deep blue she dipped 
the wool from five to six times, keeping the pot “re- 
newed up” as the strength of the coloring became 
weak. 

To this dye of blue the energetic “furrin gals" added 
the dyes of leaves, flowers and bar's, which gave them 
soft hues of greens, orange, yellows and browns, to 
which was added an excellent black. By dyeing the 


wool or flax first a yellow, then dipping it in the blue 
pot, they obtainéd a “‘true green 
bark with something ‘‘to set the dye,”

When they had obtained enough yarn for three cov- 
erlets they set out to find a woman who could weave 
the “double draft’ shotover designs, which required 
four sets of harness in the loom (whereas a plain cloth 
takes only two), and four treadles besides. Accerding 
to the pattern, the warp is “drawn in” and the weav- 
ing “tramped."’ They found a number of women in the 
cove who could weave plain jeans and linsey, but ne 
one could weave the desired coverlets. 

But the “furrin gals” didn’t despair or give up. 5Six- 
teen miles from the cove they found a family back in 
the mountains, where the mother and daughters had 
woven many spreads, to which they were continually 
adding new ones, merely for the pleasure of keeping 
up the ait of weaving that had been bequeathed to 
them by their ancestors. Here I might add that a 
business man of Knoxville told me that once he was 
in the Great Smoky Mounfains, and, being compelled 
to remain over night; he made his way to a mountain 
home and asted for lodging. He was given a room 
where, from the rafters, hung dozens of linsey wool 
dresses that had been made by the women of the house. 
They could not use half of them, nor did they make 
them for sale, but merely for the pleasure of making 
them and adding to the ones they already had. 

The “furrin gals,"” when shown the number and beau- 
tiful design of the spreads that had been woven by 
the mother and her daughters, became bewildered, 
since it was difficult for them to decide upon the pat- 
terns they desired for their coverlets. Finally, they 
placed the wool in the weavers’ hands and two weeks 
later received three beautiful spreads. 

But they didn’t want them for “keepsakes.” 
Thev desired to find a market for the work 
of the mountain women, by which they could 
make some money that would be their ot. 
Within a few weeks they disposed of the three 
coverlets and had orders for enough to start 
in business in a small way. A young woman 
of the mountains offered to learn the “double 
draft:’’ a loom was unearthed, more wool was 
bought and wpinners were set to work. 

That was the beginning of “a school for 
weavers,”’ which has grown until others have 
been established in different parts of the Blue 
Ridge. For the work brings remuneration 
that is gratifying to the patient plodders of 
the mountains, as well as to the embroidery 
workers of Manila ror spreads, coverlets, 
table covers, couch covers, portieres and drap- 
eries the material woven is 27 and °%8 inches 
wide A three-inch fringe is added to the 
tal.te covers, while a fringe of cotton yarn for 
the spreads is knotted by hand. The spreads 
appear to have been woven in one piece, but 
they are deceiving to the eyes, for they are
